Missouri Supreme Court 
Denies Allowance by 
Judge’ Sartorius to W. 
M. Fitch. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 2—A 
legal fee of $16,500 and $584 in 
expenses allowed to William M. 
Fitch, St. Louis attorney, by Cir- 
cuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius, 
for representing the latter in one 
of the numerous phases of litiga- 
tion over the $2,000,000 estate of 
the late Hazlett Kyle Campbell of 
St. Louis, were reversed outright 
yesterday afternoon by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. 

Division No. 1 of the court un- 
animously adopted an opinion by 
Judge Ernest S. Gaatt holding 
that in this particular litigation 
Fitch represented only Judge Sar- 
torius and “rendered no service 
to the trust estate.” Judge Sar- 
torius had ordered the fee and 
expenses paid from the estate. 

The particular litigation in- 
volved applications to the Su- 
preme Court in 1942 for writs of 
mandamus to compel Judge Sar- 
torius to grant appeals sought by 
some of the principals in the con- 
troversy over the estate. Judge 
Sartorius requested Fitch, along 
with other attorneys, to file an- 
swers to the writs and to brief 
and argue ‘the mandamus cases 
before the Supreme Court. 

Judge Gantt held that the re- 
quest by Judge Sartorius that 
Fitch represent him in the man- 
damus cases was not the perform- 
ance of a judicial function, in dis- 
posing of a contention by Fitch 
that a court of equity had the in- 
herent right to appoint counsel to 
protect its judicial findings and 
that this included power to allow 
compensation from the fund in- 
volved. 

The two judgments allowing the 
fee and expenses were entered by 
Judge Sartorius on Sept. 2, 1944. 
The appeal from the allowances, 
decided yesterday, was taken by 
trustees of the estate and several 
of the 161 beneficiaries.

LACK OF ACCORD 
ON ANY BIG ISSUE

LONDON, Oct. 2 (AP) — The 
first conference of the Big Five 
Council of Foreign Ministers end- 
ed tonight, apparently without an 
agreement on major issues. 

A terse statement on the three 
weeks’ work, which was punctuat- 
ed by several heated controversies, 
said only that the council had de- 
cided to “terminate its present 
session.” . 

Significantly, no joint communi- 
que was issued—the first meeting 
of the great Allied powers which 
had ended thus. It was stated 
authoritatively tonight that al- 
though the ministers agreed on 
minutes of their talks, protocols 
covering items where there had 
been some agreement were not 
signed by the ministers of the 
United States, Russia, Great 
Britain, France and China. 

Brief Statement by Byrnes. 

United States Secretary of State 
Jams F, Byrnes said in an au- 
thorized statement: 

“There is good reason to believe 
that, with continued patience and 
understanding on all sides, agree- 
ment on essentials can be at- 
tained.” 

It was reported reliably that the 
deputies of the foreign ministers 
would remain in London to await 
a settlement on procedure. Should 
this roadblock be removed, the 
deputies then would take up the 
work referred to them by the min- 
isters. 

Some diplomats speculated that 
the ministers had decided to put 
the conference problems to the

YET 700,000 JOBS 
ARE GOING BEGGING 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Although more than 2,000,000 per- 
sons are unemployed,’about 700,000 
jobs are going begging. 

The job openings are listed by 
the United States Employment 
Service, which said the answer 
probably lies in a combination of 
these circumstances: 

1. Many of those laid off pos- 
sess specialized skills for which 
there is no current demand, 

2. Some,* accustomed to high 
wartime wages, are shopping 
around for a good-paying job. 

3. A large number of the jobs 
listed do not pay well. 


4. Many war workers decided 
to take a vacation—for some 
their first in three or four years. 
The majority of persons laid off 

since the war ended had jobs in 
manufacturing industries, an offi- 
cial] noted. On the other hand, 
most of the current openings are 
in agriculture, the service and 
trade industries, and finance. 
“Many war workers acquired 
specialized skills which they would 
like to continue to use in making 
their living,” he said. “There is 
no place for all of them yet in 
civilian production, so they are 
just waiting—many of them living 
on their savings.”

CHEMICAL FOUND TO 
AFFECT ONLY WEEDS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Production of a fungicide for ap- 
ple scab and other fruit and vege- 
table blights, a DDT formula 
which is said to be four times as 
effective as DDT powder, and a 
selective herbicide for weeding 
large acreages of cereal crops or 
lawas and golf courses was an- 
nounced yesterday by the United 
States Rubber Co. 

The new DDT preparation, the 
company said, contains the insecti- 
cide, dissolved in a synthetic or- 
ganic oil which permits it to add 
aphids and mites to the list de- 
stroyed by DDT and to cover four 
times ag great an area as in t.e 
powder form.

| As I told you Saturday, this Is 
/no ordinary strike. If it should 
pes prolonged and extended, {ts re- 
sults would put in jeopardy the 
very lifeblood of American econ- 
omy. The supplying of gasoline 
and oi] is essential. Lack of them 
soon -wil] result in the shutting 
down of vital basic industries. Re- 
conversion and employment would 
be impossible.

If this strike continues on into 
the winter, the people will be 
hungry and cold. Any prolonged 
delay in the settling of the strike 
would—ag I pointed out Saturday

which have been sent overseas. 
This strike must be settled. 

No Progress Made. 

This conference has been in ses- 

sion for one week, I feel the time 
has come when it is my duty. to 
submit a proposal, I do so with 
the realization that this proposal 
will not be tasteful to either side 
in the controversy we have been 
considering. I have reached my 
decision to make this proposal 
only after most careful considera- 
tion. I feel that I must make it 
if I am to perform my duty to 
protect the public interest of the 
people of the United States. I 
remind you that it is with the wel- 
fare of 130,000,000 American peo- 
plé that we here are dealing. 
I convened this meeting in Chi- 
cago last Tuesday. After three 
days it became apparent that the 
meeting in Chicago could not ac- 
complish the purpose for which it 
was called. Thereupon, I asked 
you gentlemen here with the hope 
that it might be possible here to 
be of assistance to you in arriving 
at some mutually satisfactory set- 
tlement. <n 

The fact is that no progress has 
been made. Before last Tuesday, 
and indeed before the strike start- 
ed, most of the companies in- 
volved had offered an increase in 
basic hourly wages of 15 per cent. 
At the time of the'starting of the 
strike, and of the opening of the 
meeting in Chicago, the union was 
demanding an increase in basic 
hourly wages of 30 per cent. 

“No Collective Bargaining.” 

It is true that there is a differ- 
ence between the owners and the 
union as to the terminology in- 
volved in the percentages. The 
owners call it a “wage increase.” 
The union calls its demand a 
“maintenance of take-home pay.” 
Actually, however, the area of dif- 
ference between the two is the 15 
per cent difference between the 
owners’ offer and the union's de- 
mand. 

During the last week there has 


been much’ discussion and many 
arguments fn joint meetings, and 
in séparate meetings. However, 
never, at any time, has there been 
any evidence of yielding on either 
side. There has been no collective 
bargaining. What has happened 
has been a collective refusal to 
bargain. The union has stuck to 
its 30 per cent demand. The com- 
panies have refused to go above 15 
per cent. The conciliation panel 
has worked patiently in an effort 
to bring about collective bargain- 
ing. I am convinced the time has 
come frankly to recognize the fu- 
tility of continuing this panel dis- 
cussion. 
Four-Point Proposal. 

Therefore, I have concluded that 
it is my responsibility to submit 
the following recommendations 
and to urge their acceptance by 
the operators on the one side and 
the union on the other: 

1. I am calling on the union to 
request its members to return to 
work. I am calling on the man- 
agements in the oil industry to re- 
sume operations, 

2, I am asking each company 
to endeavor to return to a 40- 
hour working schedule as soon 
as Manpower availability permits. 

3. I am asking that when any 
plant of a company returns to a 
40-hour week it will increase the 
basic pay rate by 15 per cent or 
its equivalent. 

4. I.am asking the union on 
the one side, and the management 
on the other, to agree to accept 
as final and binding the decision 
of an impartial arbitrator on the 
question of the difference be- 
tween the offer made by manage- 
ment and the demands made by 
the union. 

The decision of the arbitrator 
is to become‘effective as to each 
company as of the date that such 
company or plant returns to a 
40-hour work week. If prior to 
the commencement of the hear- 
ings, any company shall have ar- 
rived at a settlement with the 
union on a collective bargaining 
basis, the parties so settling may 
withdraw from the arbitration. 
The decision of the arbitrator 
shall be handed down as soon as 
possible, but not later than Dec. 
1, 1945, unless by mutual consent 
the date is extended; 

I assume that the parties will 
require time for consideration of 
this proposal and suggest that the 
chairman of the panel adjourn 
this meeting until 4 o'clock p.m., 
Oct. 2, 1945. At that time I will 
expect all the operators and the 
union to accept this proposal. 
Within 24 hours thereafter, I will 
make the appointment of an ar- 
bitrator.

How Excise Cut Would Affect 

| Whisky Price. $ 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP)—If 
Congress approves Secretary of 
the Treasury Vinson’s proposal to 
eut the excise tax rate on distilled 
spirits $3 a gallon next July, it 
means the consumer will save 52 
cents a bottle on the average 
blend whisky, or 75 cents a quart 
on the bonded stuff. 

Distillers sa‘d yesterday the in- 
dustry has en passing the ex- 
cise tax on .o the consumer. 

On the average blended whisky 
the consumer has been paying 
$1.56 federal tax on his four-fifths 
of a quart. Under the Vinson 
proposal he'd pay $1.04. 

For the bonded whisky he has 
been paying $2.25 a quart excise 
tax under the wartime rate. After 
suly 1 he would pay $1.50. 

A committee of distillers has 
been conferring with the Treasury 
on the question who would pay 
for the tax already sealed on the 
bottles. The consumer will refuse 
to, and if Congress does not pro- 
vide a rebate to the distillers, the 
industry would absorb a consider- 
able amount, distillers said.

U. S. Submarines Sank 55 Pct. . 
Of Japanese Merchant Shipping 


PEARL HARBOR, Oct. 2 (AP) 
—Figures submitted by the Japa- 
‘nese government show that Amer- 
jican submarines destroyed 55 per 
cent of the Japanese merchant 
fleet, the Navy announced today. 

Japan's merchant shipping was

NAVY TELLS STORY

First the Snook sank a 7500-ton 
cargo ship. Then it dodged two 
Japanese escorts and returned to 
the attack, this time sinking one 
ship and damaging another. Ina 
third attack at dawn it sank one 
of the three Japanese ships re 
maining afloat. 

Before returning from the pa- 
tro] the Snook sank another 
freighter off Formosa. 

When it returned to Pear! Har. 
bor on Nov. 18, it was given a tri- 
umphant welcome. Browne was 
awarded the Navy Cross. All 
aboard got the submarine combat 
pin. The official record credited 
the Snook with 32,000 tons of Jap-

Kramer 
formerly had commanded the 
Oswiecim camp before being trans- 
ferred to Belsen. 

Capt. S. M. Stewart, prosecution 
counsel, read the statement for an 
hour and 20 minutes without ob- 
jection. 
complete confidence in the camp 
guards and “I was satisfied I had 
done all I could to remedy condi- 
tions before the British arrived.” 
He asserted that trafisports of 
prisoners arrived at Belsen in such 
numbers that it was impossible 
even to keep record of totals, and 
that conditions in the camp got 
completely out of control. 

The statement termed horror re- 
ports from Oswiecim, subject to 
hours of testimony by witnesses at 
the trial, “untrue from beginning 
to end.” 

The prosecution yesterday pre- 
sented in evidence the plan of the 
Oswiecim camp, where it was 
charged more than 4,000,000 died 
in the gas chamber. Chief Prose- 
cutor Col. T. M. Backhouse gave 
notice that he would demonstrate 
that the plan of the camp itself 
was evidence against the de- 
fendants.

Nation of Laboring Men. 

“This is a nation of laboring 
men,” the Archbishop said. “Labor 
is not a part but all of the nation. 
A laborer is worthy of his hire; 
he should have fair wages, but 
employment of picketing and use 
of force to attain an end is not 
the democratic way. 

“We are in an era of change, 
and time must be given to consid- 
eration of the attitudes of labor 
and capital that there may be a 
pro forma decree of unity between 
them or there will be revolution.” 

He likened the nation to a 
circus tent with each of many 
groups the supporting poles; when 
one group pulls down its pole, the 
entire tent collapses. Some, he 
said, would “pull down the edifice 
of the nation to gratify their im- 
mediate future.” 

George J. Gillespie of New 
York, president of the Society in 
the United States, reviewed the 
founding of its American branch 
in St. Louis in 1845 and traced its 
charitable work during the past 
century. | 

One’ of the principal postwar 
problems is the preservation of 
the family, and since families are 
built around mothers, the future 
of the country “lies in the hands) 
of mothers,” he said.

O 


S even thousand Jews in liberated Czechoslo- 
vakia committed suicide in the last few weeks. 
They returned from the concentration camps to 
find their homes gone, theic families massacred 
and opportunities for employment closed to them. 
They made repeated attempts to build a new life 
for themselves in Czechoslovakia or to emigrate 
overseas, but-all doors were closed. They chose the 
only possible way out— out of unencing misery 
and out of life. 


This is only one of many such reperts that reach 
us almost daily from the countries of Europe. Do 
they reach your ears, too, Mr. Attlee? 


Perhaps you were not greatly impressed. What, 
after all, is the snuffing out of seven thousand 
lives in a world grown accustomed to the violent 
death of millions? But we were not only im- 
pressed, Mr. Attlee. We were badly shaken. Ir is 
not only the number of these latest victims, but 
the timing of this mass-suicide—after “libera- 
tion” — that we find 90 tragic. 


Who Is Responsible? 


Ie was our very unhappy conviction all along 
that the responsibility efor the extinction of six 
million Jews in Europe was not Hitler's alone. 
The entire Christian world shares that responsibil- 
ity. By their failure to take a strong stand the 
great democratic powers gave Hitler the green 
light to destroy European Jewry..And when hun- 
dreds of thousands, perhaps millions, of Jews 
could have been saved from the claws of the Nazi 
beast, it was Great Britain which refused to admit 
them to Palestine — their only haven. 


When we voiced these accusations, official Brit- 
ish spokesmen invariably took cover behind “the 
exigencies of war.” These flimsy excuses for a 
brutal policy, unprecedented in the history of 
human misery, were always morally offensive. But 
now the war is over, Hitler is gone, Europe is 
free, democracy is triumphant — and thousands of 
Jews prefer death to the type of “liberation” which 


has come to our people in Europe. 


The Labor Party’s Promise 


This is happening, Mr. Attlee, at a time when 
your Labor Government is in power in Britain. 
Your Party is now in direct control of Palestine’s 
destinies. It is the Party which as recently as May, 
1945 adopted a resolution declaring: 


“There is surely neither hope nor meaning in a 
"Jewish National Home’ unless we are prepared to 
let Jews, tf they wish, enter this tiny land in such 
numbers as to become a majority. There was a 
strong tase for this before the war. There is an 
svesistible case now, after the unspeakable atroci- 
ties of the cold and calculated German Nazi plan 
to kill all Jews in Europe oo» The Arabs have 


many wide territories of thet own; they must not 
claim to exclude the Jews from this small area of 
Palestine, less than the size of Wales.” 


A magnificent declaration, Mr. Attlee! You will 
agree, no doubr, that it entitles us to expect a full 
measure of justice from your regime. 


The Lord President of the Council and Labor 
Party Leader of the House of Commons, the Rt. 
Hon. Herbert Morrison,. declared while denounc- 
ing the Chamberlain Government's White Paper 
in May, 1939: 


"If we do this thing today we shall have done 
4 thing which is dishonourable to our good name, 
which is discreditable to our capacily to govern 
‘thd which is dangerous to British security, to 
peace and jo the economic interest of the world 
m general and of our own country. Moreover, it 
will not work... the Government must wnder- 
stand that this document will not be antomati- 
cally binding upon their successors in office, 


whatever the circumstances of the time may be.” 


The Promise Has Not Been Kept 


You are the “successor in office,” Mr. Attlee. 
But in place of the fulfillment of these oft-re- 
peated pledges, we have received word that your 
Government plans to continue with slight modifi- 
cations theebrutal White Paper policy. While the 
remnants of European Jewry are massed in con- 
centration camps, morally and physically exhausted, 
still under violent anti-Semitic attacks, hungry 
and penniless, with nothing to return to but the 
gtaves of their loved ones, you are planning to 
keep the doors of Palestine practically closed. 
Despite the pledges of your Party, the anti-Zionist 
policies of the Colonial Office are being imple- 
mented with the same vigor and determination as 
in the days of the old Government. 


Britain can no longer hide behind “the exigen- 
cies of war.” So now we are told of the many 
preoccupations of the new Government, which 
prevent it from taking action to fulfill its prom- 
ises with regard to Palestine. We venture to say 
that, despite your many preoccupations, one of the 
first acts of the new Government should have been 
a sweeping abrogation of all measures restricting 
Jewish enterprise in Palestine, the opening of that 
country’s gates to free and unrestricted Jewish im- 
migration and an official declaration re-establish- 
ing Palestine as a Jewish State. Nothing else and 


nothing less was rightfully expected of you and 
your Government. Nothing else and nothing 
less could restore our faith in the sincerity of 
Britain’s pledges, in the good will of Britain's 


_ people and in the progressive spirit of Britain's 


new Government. 


We waited hopefully for an historic pronounce- 
ment consistent with your Party's program, In- 
stead, you offered us a mean trickle of immigra- 
tion certificates which fairly mocks the tragic 
needs apparent to all. What did you expect us to 
do with this “gift”? Did you, perhaps, mean that 
we were somehow to divide these certificates 
among the hundreds of thousands of our people 
who must migrate to Palestine or be doomed? 


This Is Our Stand 


We refuse to accept any such miserable ‘‘gifts” 
based on the White Paper of 1939! We demand 
full recognition of Jewish rights to Palestine! 
We are at the very end of our patience, Mr. 
Attlee, and no palliative solutions -will be ac- 
cepted by American Jewry or by what is left of 
Furopean Jewry. As for the Jews of Palestine, 
what can they do but resist to the bitter end the 
policy which you propose to continue in that 
country! 


America is today called upon to deal with your 
Government in order to help in the solution of 
your coufitry’s financial and economic difficulties, 
to the end that the British working masses may 
maintain a fair standard of living. They are en- 
titled to it. But we say to you: the same rule of 
life should apply to the surviving Jews of Europe. 
You cannot expect sympathy for the social ad- 
vancement of Britain's masses when you withhold 
the right to a life of self-support and self-respect 
from the first victims of Nazism, You.cannot talk 
of social and economic progress and at the same 
time bolster the reactionary, pro-fascist, feudal 
Arab rulers in the Middle East, including the 
pro-Axis Mufti. Justice, too, ts indivisible. 

In this eleventh hour we urge you not to 
drive Jewish youth in Palestine and elsewhere 
to regard you and your people as enemies and 


betrayers of a sacred trust. We call.on you to . 


redeem Britaiu’s pledge to the Jewish people 
now!

Following President Truman’s 
publication of the official report 
made by his emissary, Earl Har- 
rison, charging that the Americans 
were treating Jews as the Nazis 
did, Gen. Eisenhower's headquar- 
ters invited correspondents to in- 
spect the camps for themselves. 

Chief of Staff Lt. Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith placed his personal 
plane at the reporter's disposal 
and this camp was selected by 
mutual agreement as the first to 
visit, since it is one of the largest 
in American territory and its con- 
ditions are cofsidered more or less 
typical of the others. 


Life Not Pretty. 

Life here is not pretty. It is 
grimmer than that which many 
Germans are experiencing, al- 
though the camp’s worst faults 
are being belatedly rectified since 
Gen. Eisenhower personally visit- 
ed it two weeks ago and discov- 
. ered for himself that military 
government officials under Gen. 
George S. Patton simply were not 


carrying out his directives to give | 


displaced persons the best possible 
treatment. 

But in fairness it must be said 
that at its very worst Feldafing 
is a paradise compared with any 
Wazi concentration camp. 

That, however, does not excuse 
the deficiencies and dangerous 
conditions of overcrowding, which 
Army authorities on the ground 
allowed to exist despite repeated 
orders for improvement from high- 
er headquarters, and which only 
now are being corrected. 

It is plain to see that where 
‘Army and military government of- 
ficers have been shockingly dila- 
tory in pushing the de-Nazifica- 
tion program, according to ex- 
plicit directives, they have been 
equally lax in the treatment of 
displaced persons left behind after 
¢ the major movement which re- 
turned some 5,000,000 persons to 
their homelands was finished. 

Nor is it easy to blame individ- 
uals for this state of affairs. Fel- 
dafing is in the bailiwick of Col. 
James H. Polk, El Paso, Tex., 
commander of the Third Cavalry 
Group, who is one -of the finest 
fighting men Gen, Patton ever 


had, 


Fighter Not a Welfare Man. 

His exploits as head of “Task 
Force Polk” are famous from 
Moselle to Austria. But he is no 
welfare officer and this is part of 
one of the biggest welfare prob- 
Jems anybody has ever tackled 
anywhere. . 

Col, Polk indicated that he saw 
few, if any, directives on how 
these camps should be run. “But 
I’ve had enough heat put on me 
orally now so I don’t need any 
directives,” he said. 

Gen. Patton himseif spent two 
hours inspecting the camp today 
before the reporters arrived. 

It took five months of existence 
fn anything but “liberated” con- 
ditions before the lot of these 
Jews began even to approach the 
comfort enjoyed by Germans liv- 
ing all around here.

HERE was a tendency, under the shock of the atomic bomb’s 
first appearance, to say that it has’ completely changed all war- 
fare as we know it, that it has made armies, navies and air 


Almost everyone, 
hasty and half-baked judgments 


The truth is that the world received the most 


and that writers were no more 


immune to the hysteria which follows shock than any other mortals. 


Most of the hasty thinking re- 
volved around the idea of the sur- 
prise attack by atomic weapons 
on peaceful, unsuspecting cities, 
and their sudden blotting out, 
with al] their structures and in- 
habitants. There is no defense 
against that sort of thing, it was 
said, and no survival either. 

But who is going to do this, and 
why, and by what means? 

The answers to those questions 
provide sober second thoughts, 


Obvious Dangers. 


To begin with, there can be no 
question at all that the atomic 
bomb can be extremely dangerous 
if used by a band of conspirators 
—eilther power-mad fanatics work- 
ing underground, or just ordinary 
criminals with adequate scientific 
knowledge. Atomic bombs with 
delayed-action detonators could be 
concealed in various places: For 
example,-in an apartment in the 
heart of New York City, or a 
vacant house in Pittsburgh. The 
objective might be vengeful de- 
struction, or it might just. be 
blackmail on various levels of 
political or financial profit, The 
defense is, of course, a thoroughly 
organized intelligence service, 
world-wide in its scope and fully 
trained to deal with all phases of 
the subjects into which it may 
have to make inquiry, 

Eventually, it may be hoped, the 
Security Council of the United 
Nations organization will have 
such an intelligence service work- 
ing under its direction, in close 
co-operation with such an interna- 
tional agency as may be estab- 
lished for the control and super- 
vision of the use and development 
of atomic power. But it is also 
obvious that the United States 
must develop intelligence service 
of its own, building if possible on 
the foundations so well laid by the 
late Office of Strategic Services; 
and this service may, in all mat- 
ters connected with possible mis- 
use of atomic power, find it advis- 
able to work very closely indeed 
with the British secret service. 
Britain is one of the joint trustees 
of the atomic bomb, and her in- 
terests in the matter run exactly 
in parallel with those of the 
United States, 

Considering the comparative 
rarity of the basic elements needed 
for atomic fission, the size and 
complexity of the plant required 
to produce the end result, the 
widespread knowledge in _ the 
scientific world of the progress 
made in various countries and of 
the identity of tha individuals en- 
gaged in this sort of research, it 
should not be an impossible task 
for the atomic division of the 
American and British intelligence 
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service to give timely notice of 
the development of any conspir- 
acy to use this weapon by stealth, 
as a matter of vicious destruction 
or blackmail, either by an under- 
ground group or by a maddog or- 


abandoned on April 20, 1945—al- 
most three years to the day from 
the Doolittle *carrier-borne raid. 
Doolittle’s surprise strike had so 
angered Tokyo militarists that 
they resolved to “make our own 
V-1,"” the technical section ex- 
plained, : 

It took more than two years of 
experimentation, before the first 
balloon was launched, and cost 
more than 9,000,000 yen (more 
than $2,000,000 at pre-war ex- 
change) to manufacture the 
strange weapon—but officers said 
they heard of only one landing in 
America, 

And that one, they added wryly, 
was reported to have been found, 
unexploded, in Wyoming. 

Officers said they finally de- 
cided the weapon was worthless 
and the whole experiment useless, 
because they had repeatedly lis- 
tened to the Chungking radio and 
had heard no further mention of 
the balloons.

A 30 Per Cent Increase?, 


* Here are some points concerning the spreading 
campaign by elements of organized labor to force 
a 30 per cent increase of hourly wage rates: 

1. To maintain their share of the national 
income, wage earners should have increases in 
proportion to the increase sn goods and services 
that an hour's labor will produce. 

2. In fact, wage earners should have a same- 
what larger share than they had before the war, 
when we had eontinuing semi-depression be- 
cause their purchasing power was too little. 

3. It does not follow, however, that wage earn- 
ers should get the entire amount of the gain in 
productivity. A part must be reserved for those 
who provide the machines which make the gain 
possible; otherwise the machines, will not be 
bought and the gain will not come. A part 
must also be given to the consuming publie as 
better goods or lower prices; otherwise the 
public will lack means and incentive to buy. 

4. The productive efficiency of industry in- 
creases, on the average, 3 per cent a year—which 
would indicate 15 per cent since 1940. While 
some recent gains have obviously exceeded that 


rate, they have been in war goods—aircraft, for~ 


example. Actually, efficiency in most civilian 
industries will lag until retooling is completed 
and the flow of work gains speed. Hence, ex- 
aggerated wage claims on grounds of increased 
productivity will not stand up. 

5. During the war, hourly wage rates have 
been increased until now, in.spite of increased 
living costs, most wage earners enjoy a larger 
fraction of the eountry’s preduction than they 
did before the war. There is substantial reason 
to believe that the greater share will remain in 
spite of cutbacks to 40 hours. 

6. The proposed 80 per cent increase is in- 
tended to pay the same number of dollars for 
40 hours that were paid during the war for 40 
hours plus eight hours overtime. Its reasoning 
is faulty. It gives no value to the additional day 
of leisure. Much more serious, it tacitly repudi- 
ates the normal expectation tlat taxes and the 
cost of living will now slowly decline, bringing 
special advantage to people of small income. 

7. While some concerns, and perhaps a few 
minor whole industries, could stand 30 per cent 
higher wage eosts, a general increase of such 
proportions would absorb more than the entire 
gain of productivity in many important indus- 
tries. They would have to run at a less—which 
they eannot do—or raise prices. Higher prices, 


in turn, would deprive non-wage-earners of any | 


share in the increased productivity. 

8. Price inereases would be substantial in 
many industries. Although some economy can 
bé gained by increasing output without increas- 
ing capital investment, the greater part of pro- 
duction cost still traces back in the end to the 
price of someone’s labor. So costs and prices 
are highly sensitive to wage rates. 

§. Higher prices mean dollars with reduced 
buying power. Te maintain labor's new share in 
the national product, it would then be necessary 
to raise wages again, then prices, wages, prices. 
. . - The word for it is inflation. 

10. Inflation does not have to go far before 
it disturbs everyone and does untold damage to 
those whose incomes do not rise as fast as prices. 
It would cause distress among salaried people. 
It would mean grim suffering for many who live 
on insurance proceeds, social security, retire- 
ment savings and pensions. 

11, Inflation would progressively liquidate the 
middle classes. Without raising undue alarms, 
one may recall that when a society's middle 
classes become too weak, it is on its way toward 
a change in form of government. In sheer des- 
peration, many members of the inflation-ruinéd 
German middle classes became leading adher- 
ents of Adolf Hitler. 

12. Because the 30 per cent formula boils down 
to hopeful guesswork, only by accident could it 
bring about such an enlargement of employment 
and préduction as its proponents claim. By all 
present indications, its wholesale adoption would 
much more likely cause disastrous inflation, To 
insist on it blindly, and to back the insistence 
with crippling strikes, can only appear an at- 
tempt to grab all that can be grabbed, and the 
consequences be damned. 

13. Organized labor should abandon such 
tactics, Wages should be adjusted by certain 
proportions, varying in different industries. If 
they are adjusted much too little, we are back 
at 1939. But if they are adjusted much too 
much, the ensuing economic disturbanees will 
hurt everyone, wage earners included. Labor's 
real mission, then, is first to determine what 
the ideal rates are and, second, to bargain for 
them. _ Business, too, should be occupied with 
such study. And since more interests than those 
of employers and employes are at stake, govern- 
ment should insist that the bargaining be done 
without extortionate tactics on either side. 

14. Some unions: have shown such statesman- 
ship. But some other unions now choose instead 
to wage war against economic stability and 
against the helpless classes. It is the duty of 
government, and of all who think our system of 
high productivity and human freedom worth 
preserving and enlarging, to defeat them. 

15. The same applies to employers who refuse 
to assume their complementary obligations. 
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Rebuke to Gen, Patton 


The controversy over civil administration in 
Bavaria has been settled, it is reported from Ber- 
lin, by the removal of Gen. Patton, the Third 
Army commander, who had such difficulty in 
distinguishing between Nazis and non-Nazis, and 
seemed to see little reason for trying to do so. 

The new chief of the Bavarian civil admin- 
istration, Dr. Wilhelm Hoegner, has a long rec- 
ord of opposing the Nazis, so there seems little 
chance that he will be called “Gauleiter,” like 
his predecessor, reactionary Friedrich Schaeffer. 

In addition, Dr, Hoegner has some excellent 
ideas on the subject of Nazis and publie jobs. 
Contrary to the recent expressions of Gen. Pat- 
ton, the new Minister President says: “I am def- 
initely against keeping Nagis in office just to 
obtain administrative efficiency. I would prefer 
a small number of decent people to a well- 
greased machine which required use of Nazis 
to operate.” In other words, no Nazis need ap- 
ply to Herr Doktor Hoegner, 

Since an oft-proclaimed war aim was the break- 
ing of Nazi power everywhere, this should be 
exactly what Allied authorities want. Regard- 
less of Nazi “efficiency,” there is no place for 
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its agents In the arduous process of educating 
the Germans to the ways of peace and democ- 
racy. Gen, Eisenhower did a good day's work 
when he had the session with Gen. Patton which 
led to the “resignation” of Schaeffer and in 
which Patton obviously was well spanked. 
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Unification in China 

The month-old conference in Chungking is 
more than a problem of unifying a nation; it is 
a problem of merging two distinct governments, 

The conferees first explored the areas of pos- 
sible agreement and accepted four of them—the 
leadership of Chiang, reeognition by the central 
Government of the legal status of all political 
parties, abolishing of Kuomintang control before 
the National Assembly meets, the calling of a 
conference of all parties and non-partisan lead- 
ers to consider how multi-party government can 
be introduced. This followed Gen. Chiang's V-J 
day promise te “return the power of government 
to the people.” 

Now the Yenan and Chungking governments 
have come still further and agreed to submit 
some of their differences to a conciliation coun- 
cil representing all parties and toe aecept the 
council's decisions as binding. Other differences 
must be settled by a gradual yielding of con- 
cessions on either side, Gen, Chiang wants the 
strength of the Yenan Army reduced, Gen. Mao 
and Gen. Chou want certain bulwarks of the 
one-party dictatorship removed, particularly the 
feared and hated special police units under Gen, 
Tai-Li which have operated a Chinese Gestapo, 
complete with concentration camps and the 
“liquidation” of liberals, throughout the war. 

It is something like trying to get the two 
Polish governments together. Both Chinese gov- 
ernments have certain realistic powers. The 
pressure on Yenan is to give its democratie prin- 
ciples wider influence. The pressure on Chung- 
king is te find unity and make good its interna- 
tional commitments. The pressure on both is 
to avoid the self-destruction of civil war. 
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Home Rule for the County 

It:is a good enterprise in political education 
that the Governmental Research Institute 
launches teday in the form of the first in a 
series of bulletins urging a home rule charter 
for St. Leuis County. 

The county has far outgrown any occasion for 
the kind of government that needs supervision 
in minor detail from Jefferson City. Yet the un- 
incorporated parts are still whelly subject to 
such a government, with the consequenee that 
the county cannot legislate to provide essential 
services for its citizens. The incorporated mu- 
nieipalities, in turn, are. saddled with much 
duplication between caunty and city functions. 

The new Constitution provides a procedure 
under which all this anachronistic machinery can 
be converted into a modern, efficient, more eco- 
nomical erganization in keeping with new times 
and changed conditions, Now that a civie ar- 
ganization has taken up the gauntlet, let us hope 
the subject will get the hearing it deserves. 
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Attlee and the Palestine Problem 

The British’ Labor Government is hesitating 
about keeping its pledge to let more Jews into 
Palestine, and so shows signs of following the 
Churchill and Chamberlain governments in 
frustrating the hopes of miserable refugees. 

British poliey has previously decided this issue 
from the viewpoint of appeasing the Arabs. It 
was a flimsy enough excuse in the past, and to- 
day it is fiilmsier still. Few Arabs supported 
the Allies in wartime. Most of those not pro- 
Axis sought profit by dealing with both sides. 
Palestine’s Arab chief, the Grand Mufti, be- 
came a Nazi propagandist, and fled te Germany 
when the British at last tried to arrest him. 

The Attlee Government has no reason to 
placate the Arabs, In fact, there is little reason 
to view Palestine policy from any ground but 
that of humanitarianism. Many among the rem- 
nant of the Jewish people that eseaped Hitler’s 
mass murders have, quite understandably, no 
desire to return to their old homes. They want 
to make a new start in Palestine, away from 
the scenes of their long persecution. To admit 
them would help solve Europe's grave problems 
of caring for displaced persons, and it would be 
merciful to the survivers of an abused people. 

Mr. Truman’s proposal for admittance of 100,- 
000 refugees to Faiestine is moderate. If Mr. 
Attlee, like his ‘predecessor, is concerned about 
the population balance, he might reflect that, 
even with such a quota, the Arabs will still 
outnumber the Jews, 1,150,000 to 700,000. But 
the need for rehabilitating the survivors among 
Hitler’s first and worst-treated victims should 
outweigh any bending-backward consideration of 
imperial policy, 

The Japs’ hope of keeping the imperialism 
business in stand-by cendition has been some- 
what dashed. Gen. MacArthur says they can’t 
bank on it. r 


Toward French Stability 

The run-off on French elections of councils 
for the departments confirms the moderate left 
lead éstablished a week ago. Soeialists and mod- 
erates can be expected, if the Oct, 21 elections 
follow the same pattern, to team together in the 
coming Constitutional Assembly, with Radical So- 
cialistg and Communists in opposition. If Gen. 
De Gaulle’s ideas are to prevail, he must keep 
and strengthen hig alliance with the former. 

There has been a non-partisan singleness of 
purpose in all his campaigning. On the eve of 
the cantonal elections, De Gaulle broadcast: 
“Each French man and woman is convinced, 
I am sure, that in the period in which we live 
we could not, without running the risk of grave 
danger ... return to a system of powerlessness 
and instability current before the war.” 

What he urged in these words, and has urged 
repeatedly, is the writing of a Constitution with 
a strong enough executive department that the 
rivalries and capriees of petty party politics can- 
not undermine strong administration. If the can- 
tonal trend continues at the polls a few weeks 
from now, the chances for stability, so important 
to Europe as well as to France herself, are more 
hopeful than at any time since Vichy, 
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The Russians evidently figured that the Bal- 
kans just sounded like the right place to balk.

Public Opinion 


From an Address by Donald R. Richberg to the Economie Club, Detroit 


Consumers are crying for goods; manag- 
era are hot with plans; capital is plentiful; 
millions are looking for new jobs. 


Simple-minded people might say: “How 
foolish and wrong it is for men to strike in 
such atime, If they would only take jobs 
and keep on working, we could all be pros- 
perous.” But it is idle to appeal to a rule 
of reason in labor_warfare when we have 
legally established the rule of.force. 

The question really is: Can we, as 4 na- 
tion, afford any longer to settle these eco- 
nomic conflicts by force’? If not how are 
they to be settled? 

4s a civilized people, we might agree that 
peaceful arbitration would be desirable if 
we could first agree upon the standards of 
justice and then agree upon the selection 
of judges to apply those standards, Un- 
fortunately, there are no accurate and ac- 
cepted atandards of economic justice. Men 
who are truly impartial and without prej- 
udice in economic conflicts are scarcer than 
hen's teeth. 


Knotty Problem of Wages 


Certain unions are demanding a 30 per 
cent inerease in wages. Employers are re- 
sisting, not because they are unwilling to 
pay fair wages, but because there is no 
reliable measure of what is a fair wage. 
Wages can be too high as well as too low, 

When there are no adequate standards 
by which to measure what are fair wages, 
how can employers or employes submit 
their disputes to a board of arbitration with 
any confidence that justice wil] be done? 


That is why compulsory arbitration is 


_ not the simple way to settle labor disputes. 


Governments have been trying for cen- 
turies to settle labor controversies by every 
imaginable use of force. In the last cen- 
tury, we evolved a theory of settling labor 
controversies through trial by combat, with 
the Government as umpire. 

This has resulted in continuing and in- 
creasing warfare between management and 
labor wkich was highly unsatisfactory to 
labor so long as labor organizations were 
weak and employer organizations were 
strong, and the rules of the game, which 
were usually laid down in the courts by 
injunctions, helped the employers to win. 

As labor organizations have grown strong 
and, with their political power, have ob- 
tained more and more aid from the Gov- 
ernment umpire, Jabor has won more and 
more battles, the violence of the warfare 
has increased, and injuries to the public in- 
terest have grown steadily worse. 


First Step: Negotiation 


If we tackle this problem step by step, 
the solution will become clearer than if we 
seek by some sweeping, unprécedented leg- 
islation to solve it all at once, 

We can start with this proposition: The 
Government has the right and duty to com- 
mand all citizens to make every reasonable 
effort to settle their differences in a peace- 
ful, orderly fashion before resorting to 
physical force and economic coercion. 

The labor organization or the employer 
organization that is unwilling to attempt 
peaceful negotiation is unwilling to fulfill 
a public obligation. This obligation is not 
one to be voluntarily assumed or refused. 
It should be a legal obligation. 

Any law intended to preserve industrial 


peace should begin by making it the duty 


of both parties to a labor dispute to make 
an honest effort to negotiate an agreement 
before they issue any declarations of war. 

[If negotiation fails, there should be full 
opportunity for mediation and conciliation 


by Government officials. If agreement can- - 


not be reached, there should be available 
a machinery for voluntary arbitration. 

The records of the National Mediation 
Board prove conclusively that when em- 
ployers and employes accept a legal obli- 
gation to negotiate before they start fight- 
ing, the vast majority of labor disputes can 
be settled peacefully, 


For Fact-Finding Agency 


It is advisable for the Government to 
establish a fact-finding commission to make 
a public report and: recommendations for 
the settlement of the controversy. 

Such a report will at least direct public 
opinion to the real issues and create a 
popular understanding of the fairness or 
unfairness of the opposing contentions. Ex- 
perience demonstrates that such a public 
report will often lead to a settlement of 
even a very difficult controversy, 

Here again, it is evident that the parties 
to an unsettled dispute should be obligated 
to await the report of the fact-finding com- 
mission before beginning a private war in 
which public as well as private interests 
are sure to suffer. 

The mechanism of such a peace program 
has been written into the bill introduced by 
Senators Hatch, Burton and Ball. 

This bill has been denounced as a com- 
pulsory arbitration bill. There is no proyi- 
sion for compulsory arbitration except in 
a few cases of vast importance, in which 
there is today and always will be. com- 
pulsory arbitration. 


Bar on Utility Tie-Up 


The bill does provide that, where the 
Federal board finds that sevére hardship 
will be imposed on the public as a result 
of the stoppage of a public utility or some 
other comparable service upon which the 
health and safety of a community depends, 
then the parties wil] be required to accept 
the recommendations of a fact-finding com- 
mission as an arbitration award, but only 
for a trial period of normally one year. 

We all know that the stoppage of the 
electric light and power service of a great 
city cannot be tolerated for any length of 
time. Bither police or soldiers will carry 
out the hasty judgment of executive offi- 
cials—a Mayor, a Governor, or the Presi- 
dent—and in some way, by the violent com- 
pulsion of public anger, the dispute will be 
ended and production resumed. 

Instead of this sort of compulsion, the 
proposed act provides for a judicial hear- 


ing by a commission of able, impartial rep- 


resentatives of the people. It would cer- 
tainly seem just to all concerned to have 
a dispute settled by requiring the parties 
to put in effect the recommendations of 
such a tribunal for a trial period, 

It would be strange if, as a leading 
apostle of international peace, the United 
States were compelled to confess itself un- 
able to presefve domestic peace.

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Book on Short-Line Railroads 
ls a Choice Bit of Americana 


“Slow Train to Yesterday,”’ by Archie Bobertson. 

(Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 

An addition to Americana is this volume 
of history and comment on the short-line 
railroads that once dominated the country’s 
transportation, and still rattle along in 
isolated areas, making more money per in- 
vested dollar than the big transcontinental 
lines and the streamliners. There are familiar 
names among the surviving short lines 
in Missouri, for example: the Cassville & 
Eixeter (five miles long), the Beaver, Meade 
& Englewood (105 miles), Rockport, Lang- 
don & Northern (five miles) and the Mis- 
souri-Illinois, or “Mike and Ike” (78 miles). 

The equipment of these lines—inuych of 
it dating from days when short lines pulled 
more passenger miles and freight tons than 
the transcontinentals—is fascinating. Few 
tracks are standard gauge, and locomotives 
range from century-old relics to converted 
Model T Fords. Many a line does not own 
a. single freight car of its own, but hauls all 
freight in cars belonging to larger lines. 

The antiquated tracks are .matehed by 
the run-down stations that line the rights 
of way, though many short lines have only 
two stations--one at each end of their ab- 
breviated runs.

The coming Air Age makes railroad lit- 
erature all the more interesting. The legen- 
dary “Wabash Cannonball,” “The Wreek of 
the 97" and the famed John Henry (a sec- 
tion-hand during part of his Paul Bunyan- 
ish life)—these are sidelights that go into 
making Robertson's book one of the choice 
items of the season. F. Stroble’s drawings 
and a hefty section of photographs add to 
its charms. 

A few of the more prosperous short lines - 
have modernized their equipment, and some 
threaten to survive forever. The book in- 
cludes a complete directory of the short 
lines, replete with details. | 

Short-line towns are also a part of the 
culture, with their inevitable over-night 
stops in little hotels which depend entirely 
on the traveling faithful for patronage. Like 
a magnified Toonerville trolley, the story of 
“Slow Train to Yesterday”. moves through 
legends and songs and yarns that will huge- 
ly entertain the reader.

€a] control of some small country. 

There remains, however, the 
possibility of its use by a large 
country, as a weapon of war, on 
the basis of converting peace-time 
atomic Wevelopment to war usés 
just as steel mills or chemical 
plants have been so converted in 
the past. Looking at it from the 
viewpoint of a government which 
has the resources to do this, and 
desires to use them to accomplish 
its purpose, there must first come 
the ‘process of weighing risk 
against advantage which is part 
of all sound military decisions. 

It will not be a case of using 
the atomic bomb by a large coun- 
try against a small one, for there 
is no need. Small countries can 
be controlled by large ones with- 
out atomic weapons. It will be a 
case when one large country has 
reason to fear another large coun- 
try, or is determined to pursue a 
course of policy which it knows 
another large country will oppose. 

Then comes the question: Shall 
we strike by surprise, with atomic 
weapons, and thus gain initial ad- 
vantage? The next step in this 
process of thought is perfectly 
plain: Can we be sure that in the 
initial blows we shall wipe out 
completely the enemy's power to 
strike back? If not, we are just 
signing our own death warrants. 
For if we can reach him with 
atomic weapons — whether by 
plane, or rocket, or supersonic 
guided missiles—he can reach wus, 
unless we can wipe him out before 
he can get going at all. 

So security for the United 
States from such an attack rests 
on the constant maintenance of 
our ability to strike back—which 
means the material resources, the 
trained man power, and the con- 
stant scientific vigilance and prog- 
ress to be sure we are not tech- 
nically outclassed; it means a 
preparation sufficient in volume, 
and properly dispersed in area so 
that the whole cannot be wiped 
out in any sudden attack or con-} 
ceivable series of sudden attacks, 
save by a preparation so vast that 
its existence and purpose would 
inevitably become known before 
it had reached its full develop- 
ment.

Y making virtually a one-dish 

meal out of a can of shrimp, 

you have taken shrimp out of 
the luxury class into one of econ- 
omy. If you want to make your 
dish more imposing, buy your own 
fresh shrimp and boil and shuck 
them yourself, for this combina- 
tion. The canned shrimp are quick 
and convenient but the size is less 
impressive than the fresh shrimp. 
More careful handling is required 
to preserve the shape because of 
the tenderness acquired in the 
canning under pressure. There are 
advantages on the one side to 
weigh against the other. Shrimp 
have a flavor that combines well 
with other foods without losing its 
identity. The vegetables in this 
recipe are barely cooked, For this 
reason you have distinct recogniz- 
able pieces and distinct flavors. 
The whole combines with rice to 
perfection to make a quickly 
cooked main course. 


Chinese Shrimp. 


One clove garlic, cut in half; 
one-fourth cup coarsely diced 
onion, two tablespoons oil, one and 
one-half tablespoons flour, two 
chicken bouillon cubes, water, 7-0z. 
can shrimp, one cup celery (%- 
inch dice), one-half cup green pep- 
per, one-fourth teaspoon sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon soy sauce, 
four large tomatoes, peeled and 
quartered; cooked rice, 

Saute garlic and onion in oil for 
three rrinutes. Remove and dis- 
card garlic. Blend in the flour and 
gradually add bouillon cubes, 
shrimp liquid and water to make 
one cup and cook until thickened 
and smooth, stirring constantly. 
Add next six ingredients. Quickly 
bring to a boil, just cooking enough 
to heat thoroughly. Remove from 
heat immediately and serve over 
freshly cooked rice.

Then press through 
a sieve, both juice and pulp. There 
should be one and one-thirds cup 
of juice and puree, Meanwhile 
sonzk one tablespoon gelatin in 
two tablespoons cold water and 
melt it over hot water. Stir gela- 
tin and one-half cup sugar into 
the hot puree. Whip two-thirds 
cup evaporated milk that has been 
well chilled until it is foamy; add 
Pinch of salt and one teaspoon 
lemon juice and continue beating 
until it stands in peaks.

gealed. (Canned or bottle grape 
juice may be used instead of the 
puree, in which case use one and 
one-half cups of juice and one- 
half cup evaporated milk.)

One could go on indefi- 
nitely, He gave this industry the 
motion picture of today—he was a 
man far ahead of his time.”

“You either search 
for them through endless scripts 
—mostly bad—or you get left com- 
pletely.”

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 1, 
G REAT names from the past 
still filter in and out of Hol- 
lywood—the Bushmans, the 
Costellos, the Keatons, the Tal- 
madges, et al—and this veteran 
news gatherer who used to save 
his nickels to catch ‘em in their 
latest two-reeler at the Bijou 
never gets over the thrill of talk-

Old-time moviegoers remember 
Dorothy Gish as the button-nosed 
ingenue of David Wark Griffith's 
famous pictures. Sister Lillian 
was the beautiful heroine. And 
the “Gish girls” are as familiar a 
tag as the “Floradora Girls” or 
the “Harvey Girls.” 

Right now Dorothy Gish ig en- 
gaged in making her second talkie 
venture, “Centennial Summer,” at 
Twentieth Century-Fox. Her first, 
about two years ago, was playing 
the role of Mrs. Otis Skinner in 
“Our Hearts Were Young and 
Gay.” 

In betWeen silent and talkie 
films, Dorothy has had a stage 
career which neither marriage, 
divorce (from James Rennie) nor 
changing fashions in plays, has 
cramped. “Life With Father,” 
Russel Crouse’s Broadway hit, es- 
tablished her as the mother-of-a- 
grown-family type. And Otto 
Preminger has cast her in pretty 
much the same thing in her cur- 
rent picture. She is the mother 
of two grown daughters—Linda 
Darnell and Jeanne Craine—and 
has twins around 12 years old, The 
time is 1876 and the event, the 
opening of Philadelphia’s great 
Centennial Exposition. 

Dorothy began her theatrical 
career at four when she played 

ttle Willie in “East Lynn.” She 
came into movies from the thea- 
ter; was one of the first silent 
stars to step back behind the foot- 
lights.

When the cards are distributed 
in freak suit breaks, as in this 
case, victory goes to the side that 
“gets there first” with a double, 
because almost invariably the 
eventual declarer, whicRever of 
the four players he happens to 
be, is caught between fires. So 
it was in this deal. East, by shut- 
ting his mind to the implications 
of South’s two bids and West's 
double of three diamonds, elected 
himself to the victim's seat, and 
had no one else to blame for the 
800 point penalty assessed against 
him. 

As a matter of fact East start- 
ed off on the wrong foot when 
he bid a heart instead of a club. 
With  six-five distribution, the 
longer suit should almost always 
be shown first, regardless of rank 
and also regardless that one may 
be a major suit and the other a 
minor. This, however, would not 
have affected the outcome in this 
particular deal if East had prop- 
erly passed to three spades. There 
were two separate reasons, equal- 
ly valid, for that pass. First, 
South’s bidding, which was obvi- 
ously “honest” at least in respect 
to length of spades and diamonds, 
strongly indicated that North was 
short in both, since he had re- 
fused to raise spades on the first 
round and had “run” from dia- 
monds on the second round, Thua, 
it required no clairvoyance on 
East’s part to assume that North 
had considerable length in hearts 
and clubs, and West in spades and 
diamonds, The other reason for 
a'pass by East was that West 
had doubled diamonds and prob- 
ably was as fond of spades!”
